FIRST SNOW STORM 
OF THE SEASON 


’ The first real snow storm of the] © 
fall has arrived with a full load of 
samples. On Monday inorning a 
southzeast. wind brought up a 
cold wave and soon hght snow 
was falling. It gradually deve- 
oped in intensity and force and be- 
came a:small blizzard. The tem_ 
perature did not lower a great 
‘deal but the wind made it feel 
cold; . The snow-continued* until 
Wednesday. and approximately 12 
hes fell. onthe tevel. 

-spow>-has » “unfortunately 
caught nearly fifty per cent of the 
farmers . with their grain still in 
the stook, and if it turns mild and 
melts, the stooks will be thor- 
oughly soaked, as the wind has 
drifted the snow into all the crev- 
tices. If the weather stays cold, 
the threshing can be contiriued, as 
the loose. dry smow will readily 

shake front the grain. 

The heavy fall of snow and cold 
at this time in October, brings to 
mind the winter of 1906-7, so well 
known to old timers throughout 
the west. We have asked a good 
many old timers what their pre_ 
dictions for the winter were, and 
every one so far stated emphati- 
cally that we were in for another 
1907 winter.. Bob Harris says: “I 
am willing to stake quite a bit 
that this snow is on to stay.” Mr. 
Pawling, who has lived in Wain_ 
wright ever since there was any- 
thing here to stay, is of the opin_ 
ion that we will probably have a 
winter with lots of snow.

Ministers Defeated. 

Most of the. conservative mini_ 
sters went downsto defeat -with 
Sir William Hearst, Hon, W. D. 
McPherson,- provincial secretary, 
in Northwest Toronto; Hon. T. 
W. MeGarry, provincial treasurer, 
in South Renfrew; Hon. TI. B, Lu 
cas, in Centre Grey; Hon. H. F. 
McDiarmid, in Elgin West,, were 
all beaten by their opponents in 
their respective riding: Hon. Dr. 
Cody, minister of education, who 
was returned by acclamation, 
Northeast Toronto, and Hon. A. 
FE. Ross, who was likewise re_ 
turned without a contest in King 
ston, with Hon. George Hendy, 
minister of agriculture, and Hon. 
Howard Ferguson, are the sole 
suryivors, of the cabinet rank, as 
the result of the elections today.

The results of the referendum 
on the Ontario temperance act are 
still indefinite, and judging from 
the slowness of the returns it will 
be some time before the definite 
figures are available. It is certain 
that the open bar has definitely 
got a black~eye, even in the cities, 
from whence the early returns 
came.

Question 
two, requestig the sale of a high 
er percentage of beer through 
government agencies, looks to be 
carried at present writing, but the 
country districts are still to be 
heard from, Questiongthree, rec_ 
ommending local option for sale 
of beer in standard hotels, was 
also defeated.
